The  parents,  too,  take  a  live  in¬ 
terest  in  the  work  of  the  school, 
visiting  them  frequently,  and  thus, 
by  theur  presence,  giving  that  sup¬ 
port  to  the  teachers  wl&h  always 
increases  the  usefulness  of  a 
school. 

By  employing  the  same  or  simi¬ 
lar  means,  every  town  might  pro¬ 
vide  for  its  children  schools 
more  nearly  like  the  Quincy 
schools,  and  with  no  greater  ex-

which,  in  the  loVfrv  rooms,  w 
coveretl  with  blocks  and  various 
toys  ;  a  musical  instrument,  if  only 
a  triangle,  for  every  room.  This  is 
necessary,  as  all  tne  classes  from 
the  lowest  to  the  highest  take  part 
in  frequent  physical  exercises, 
inarches  ami  singing.  In  the  higher 
rooms,  over  each  teacher’s  desk  is 
a  set  of  maps  which  may  be  rolled 
or  unrolled  at  pleasure.  As  Geog¬ 
raphy  is  taught  without  books, 
these  are  an  absolute  necessity. 

All  books  and  stationery  are  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  town.  During  the 

Sfour  years  of  the  child’s 
nil  life,  the  time  spent  in  the 
uarv  Department,  he  has  no 
books  from  which  to  study  and  no 
lessons  to  be  prepared  at  home. 

He  ia  taught  penmanship  bv, 
copying  repeatedly  from  the  black- 
Iniard  on  ruled  slate*  or  paper.  The 
ruling  is  uniform  throughout  tfie 
school  and  is  so  coarse  that  the 
writing  is  necessarily  large.  This 
is  desirable  that  the  form  of  the 
letters  may  more  easily  be  correct¬ 
ed  and  perfected. 

Arithmetic  is  taught  orally  until 
the  child  is  nearly  through  the  first 
year  in  the  Grammar  Department 
when  he  has  a  book  given  him  from 
which  Lj^ake  examples  for  practice. 

Ttoj^ffng  is  so  taught  that  the 
■^Wfffcan  read  easily  oi  sight  by 
the  close  of  the  fourth  year  in 
school.  Indeed,  every  lesson  ia 
read  at  sight  from  the  beginning.  I 
heard  the  scholars  of  the  first  vear 
read.  The  books,  First  Readers, 
were  handed  around  just  before 
the  lesson,  and,  having  found  the 
place,  the  reading  began.  They 
read  easily  and  with  expression, 
yet  never  had  seen  the  lesson  be¬ 
fore.  It  is  possible  to  give  them 
this  new  reading  day  by  day,  as 
ten  different  kinds  of  First  Rea¬ 
ders  are  furnished  for  the  class, 
and  all  through  the  school  a  lesson 
is  not  often  read  a  second  time. 
In  one  of  the  upper  classes  oi  the 
Grammar  Department,  they  were 
reading  an  interesting  story.  The 
book  was  passed  from  one  to  the 
other,  each  one  reading  as  clearly 
and  with  as  much  expression  as
